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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


. Members of the School Board of Groton: 


I have the pleasure to submit, herewith, my third 
annual report of the conditions existing in the schools 
of the town of Groton. The teachers, the most im- 
portant factor in the school system, are doing very 
good work. Too often the excellent work of teachers 
and the extra things that they are willing to do are 
merely taken for granted. Parents and Directors 
should express their appreciation of good service and 
should make an effort to retain good teachers. The 
teachers have shown a very good professional spirit 
by their 100 per cent enrollment with the state and 
county organizations. 

Standard intelligence and achievement tests are 
being used, as much as possibie, in order to find out 
how much we should expect from the pupils and also, 
in order to measure progress. The pupils, as a whole, 
measure up to the standards attained in many other 
communities and states where teachers and children 
have more and better equipment to work with. 


The per cent of attendance, for the Fall term, is 
very good—94 per cent for all the schools. This is 
important. Teachers cannot be expected to accomplish 
much unless attendance is good and tardiness is elimi- 
nated. The Plummer school had an attendance of 99 
per cent for the term. 


A commendable interest is being aroused, among 
parents and teachers, for improving living conditions 
in the schools. In the village the P. T. A. has voted 
a sum of money to be used for making permanent 
improvements which will bring the school up to the 
standard set by the state. The teachers, with con- 
siderable outside work, have raised a sum of $75 to 
help in this work. This work, when completed, will 


dl 


make living conditions as nearly perfect as possible, at! 
present. If parents keep up their interest in the 


P. T. A. this worthwhile work can be completed. The . 


Directors have helped by painting the building, as 
recommended last year, and by improving the inside 
appearance of the building. 

The Plummer school needs, especially, new black- 
board. The Welch school has been provided with new 
black-board, this year, and the appearance of the in- 
terior has been improved. A rearrangement of the 
seats and the stove would improve conditions. 

At Westville the teacher has raised a good sum 
of money to put,into permanent improvements. The 
people of the community are taking an interest and 
I hope that some improvement may be made here this 
year. The heating and lighting of the building need 
to be improved, first of all. There are eight grades 
and 28 pupils so that there is need for better living 
conditions. 


There are 49 pupils enrolled in the high school. . 


The high school continues to draw pupils from other 
towns as there are 18 tuition pupils this year. The 
teachers are doing good work and the pupils are mak- 
ing progress. The class plays showed that the pupils 
have ability along that line. The girls’ club and the 
athletic teams are being carried on as usual. The 


fact that so many graduates are making good shows 


that the high school is worthwhile. 

Bible instruction, along several different lines, is 
being conducted. Some very good work is being done 
along this line. 


The Vermont Tuberculosis Association sent a 
nurse, free of charge, who gave the pupils in the vil-: 


lage school a medical examination. Many physical 
defects were found and some of these have already 


been remedied. These defects often keep the children : 


from doing good work so that they have to be retarded. 
Be 
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This discourages the children and is an added expense 
to the town. © | 

There were 222 pupils enrolled for the Fall term. 
‘This is an increase over last year. 

Parents may help by visiting the schools. If a 
majority visit school credit is given toward making 
the school Standard. ‘Teachers also have an oppor- 
tunity to talk over problems relating to the children 
and to straighten out misunderstandings. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the teachers for the 
good work that they are doing. Also, I appreciate the 
interest of the parents in the schools and the coopera- 
tion, with me, of the School Directors.
